St. Petersburg, May 21.—A report

' Grand Duke AlexJs has received tho 
following dispatch from Rear Admiral 
Wittsoeft, naval commander at Port 
Arthur, through Viceroy Alexleff: 


"Three of the enemy's battleships 


and three cruisers appeared to the 
•east on the morning of May 15. After 
•crossing the meridian of Port Arthur. 
this squadron turned eastward and ap- 
peared to be getting Into battle forma- 
tion, when an explosion was observe! 
under the third battleship, which was 
of the Fiju type. The ironclad stopped, 
heeled over to starboard and began to 
atarit by the bow, senfliljg up a quantity 
of steam. 


"Two 
cruisers 
immediately ap- 


proached and it was observed from 
Golden Hill that they lowered boat", 


~ after which the battleship gradually 


righted herself, and appeared to re 
cover from uer Injury. 


"At that minute another three-tun, 


uncled battleship oi the Skikishima type 
approached the scene ot the accident 
and a mine exploded under her ami 1 
shir section, oaasins a similar explos 
ion to that which occurred in the case 
-of the battleship Petropavlovsk.

Torpedo Flotilla Repulsed.

"We are no-, aware ot 'any particular 


fonn of return required of coroners in 
connection w.'th their performance of 
duty, and when these returu: are 
complied with, we do not feel that we 
can do otherwise than accept them un- 
less exceptions are made upon propef' 
evidence. Such 'was certainly in the 
mind of tho Supreme Court when it 
•said in the M.shler case, 100 Pa. 824, 
That presumption Is not conclusive 
ind evidence is admissible to show 
that he acted In bad failh.'" 


As to fh« exceptions of the coroner's
